ACRAMENTO, Jan. 22.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch.] There is an anti-Owens 
River hen on here, tonight, trying 
to hatch out some kind of a doorknob. 
Engineers and attorneys of power gom- 
nies that are opposed to the big wa- 
plan have been not exactly conspic- 
uous, but they have been seen around 
the hotels and in the vicinity of the 
Capitol bullding. 

Just what their mission may be. it Is 
impossible to learn, but it is knéwn to 
have an important bearing on the Los 
Angeles water project. 

Among those on the ground«are A. H. 
Koebig, a Los Angeles civil engineer, 
and C. Hall, a lawyer; Louis 
Pfeiffer of San Bernardino county, 
former County Clerk, has been lending 
them such advice as he could. They. 
may remain a day or more, but they 
are non-committal as to the length of 
their stay, as well as to the purpose of 
their visit. 

It is known, however, that they have 
an interest in a proceeding that was 
started here some time ago by one 
John C. Dickson of Oregon, who en- 
tered a contest against the application 
of Fred Eaton for lands comprised in 
the Owens River project. 

“A “FATAL FLAW.” 

There was a fatal flaw in Dickson's 
contest. He failed to get action against 
Eaton. A Supreme Court decision was 
in the way. Dickson of Oregon, no one 
knows just where, filed papers in the 
office of the Surveyor-General, con- 
testing the grant by the State to Eaton 
of a patent for lands at the mouth of 
the Owens River. This land consists of 
a strip about 1280 feet wide and thre= 
miles long, extending from the river's 
mouth into. the -borders of the lake, 
known as “recession lands.“ 

In support of his contest, made 
through Attorney Hall, Dickson alleces 
that, on September 19, 19%, he made 
an appropriation of water in Inyo 
county, to be used for irrigation and 
domestic purposes, and in the notice 
posted he claimd all the unappropri- 
ated waters of Owens River, including 
surface and underflow, and especially 
seepage and return waters, to the ex- 
tent of 600,000 inches at the point 
where the notice was posted. , 

DICKSON’S “INTENTION.” 

It was his intention, asserts Dickson 
in his affidavit, to trrigate certain 
lands in Kern county by diverting 
water from Owens River through the 
construction of dams and conduits. 
Sixty days after posting the notice, he 
avers that he began the construction 
of a ditch and has been engaged in 
that work ever since. 

But Dickson never manifested any 
desire to purchase lands 
from the State, notwithstanding all 
the preparations he made for diverting 
the Owens River waters. His notce 
was not very conspicuous, either. for 
on November 22, 1905, two months after 
the date Dickson says his notice was 
posted, the County Surveyor of Inyo. 
A. M. Strong, made affidavit that 
there were no settlers on the land em- 
braced in the survey referred to, and

It includes the works 
of all the great artists, illustrated with 
beautiful engravings, and rich water 
colors; also a collection of wonderful 
engravings. not to be duplicated now, 
is atoong the gifts, and many fine wa- 
ter color prints of Evrope and Japan. 

In a rare cabinet Mre. Hart has laid 
aside for the Archeological Society 
number of treasures, such as could 
not be found elsewhere. There is here 
a fragment of a figure 
which dates back before the time of 
Louis XV. and is one of the rarest of 
bronzes. It is about two feet high, and 
mounted on a base of marble. The 
figure is clean cut and marvelous in 


‘| detail. There are two other bronzes, 


one of Ajax and the other of Jupiter; 
Pastoret collection. This Pastoret col- 
lection carne fr Mme: de Marquise 
du Plersis Belliere de Pastoret, and 
was kept in their magnificent palace 
in the Place de Concorde, near the 
Champs Elyseés. Some of these ar- 
ticles, indeed, came from the court of 
Louis XV, as the Pasterets were inti- 


mate friends of the reigning monarch. 


Besides these priceless bronzes, Mrs. 
Hart has some wonderful old Greek 
vases, which she is giving the society, 
and also a Pompeilan vase of bronze, 
read. 

Mrs. Hart is planning to leave this 
city and will go directly to New York 
to make her home, owtng to her health. 
She will spend much of her time in 
Paris, where she has many friends in 
smart society. 

It is with regret that Mrs. Hart's 
many friend see her depart, and also 
a regret to art lovers that she wil! 
break up her beautiful collection. Her 
“Environs de Roma,” by Monticello, ts 
one of the most costly paintings in the 
hands of a private collector. It «as 
purchased by Mrs. Hart at the famous 
Roagiand sale in the Waldorf-Astoria 
ballroom, where fashion and wealth 
were eager bidders. After something of 
a battle in the bidding. Mrs. Hart se- 
cured this treasure, which is worth 
thousands of dollars. Her Henner's 
are lovely. One, “La Pleureuse,” repre-

Daring as have been the trooming- 
house burglaries in the past two 
months, all records were eclipsed by 
the crook, who looted the 
house at No. 419% South Main street 
yesterday.

Kruse, “but before the policeman ar- 
rived I heard of other robberies. Then 
I learned from a young woman who 
is employed here that she had allowed 
Harris to have the keys to the rooms 
at his request. Of course, I became 
suspicious of Harris at once and saw 
that he did not leave his room. 

“Harris came to this place about 
three days ago and said that he had no 
means and asked to be employed as a 
porter.

Ozocerite is a mineral wax, a native 
paraffine. It occurs at many points 
along the D. and R. G. Railroad, and, 
especially near Soldiers’ Summit, Utah, 
a way station on the line stated. Here, 
gray clay alternates with bituminous 
shale and the clay carries mineral oil. 
With the clay in vertical seams the 
crude (and “kidneys” of) ozocerite are 
found averagi tage wax.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 22.--First As- 
sistant Postmaster-General Hitchcock 
recommends in his annual report that 
the salaries of the officers and clerks 
in postoffices and the salaries of letter 
carriers be increased to enable them 
to meet the increased expense of liv- 
ing.

Hitehcock suggests will require $3,000,- 
000 for the officers and clerks of post- 
offices not including postmasters and 
their deputies: $2,000,000 for letter car- 
riers.
